Great Gathering Of Scholars Cele- 
brated Twenty-Filth Anniversary 

A great gathering of scholars from 
the British Empire, the United 
States and Germany, recently assem- | 
bled in the new Rhodes house to 
celebrate the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the famous Rhodes scholar- 
ships at Oxford University. 

The Prince of Wales, former Pre-| 
mier Stanley Baldwin and many | 
prominent persons were present at a 
dinner in honor of the occasion. 

Mr. Baldwin, who is one of the 
Rhodes trustees, made the import-| 
ant announcement that for the first | 
time since Germans were excluded} 
from the scholarships during the 
Great War, German scholars would 
again be admitted as Rhodes schol-| 
ars. He said the trustees, subject to 
the consent of the university author-| 
iies, would establish two German 
scholarships annually, tenable for 
two years only.

Winnipeg.—One of the largest pro- 
duce marketing corporations in ~west- 
ern Canada has indicated definitely 
that it would withdraw its affiliation 
from the Co-operative Union of: 
Canada, at the congress of that 
body here, when Hon, T. A. Crerar, 
president’ of the United Grain Grow- 
ers, Limited, Winnipeg, replied to 
charges levelled against the United 
Grain Growers by delegates from 
Saskatchewan, that the company “no 
longer retained its co-operative spirit 
among the farmers of the western 
provinces.” 

A resolution’ presented by H. W. 
Ketcheson, Davidson, Sask., chair- 
man of the Resolutions Committee, 
asking the resignation of the United 
Grain Growers, Limited, received the 
support of several delegates before 
Hon, Mr, Crerar announced the {n- 
tention of serving notice of his com- 
pany’s withdrawal from the Co- 
Operative Union.

ing business, Mr. Crerar strongly 
denied that the company had ever 
swerved from its original plan to 
work for the benefit of the western 
farmer. 

“Our business details have not 
changed in any detail since 1906 
when we started business,“ Mr. Cre- 
rar stated. “The company has al- 
ways felt a strong co-operative 
spirit, still does and always will.” 

The annual congress was' denied 
the privilege of voting on the reso- 
lution to ask for the resignation of| 
| the United Grain Growers when Mr. 
Crerar made his declaration that the
